Consent to Transfer

(South Dakota) ‘SOUTH DAKOTA PUBLIC
UTILITIES COMMISSION
THIS CONSENT TO TRANSFER by Qwest Corporation, a Colorado
corporation (“Qwest%w&?’) for the benefit of McLeodUSA Telecom
M Development, Inc., an corporation (fka Dakota Telecom, Inc.) (“MTD”) and
PrairieWave Telegommunications, Inc., a South Dakota corporation (“PrairieWave™) is
executed this QN day of Mﬂ—\ ,2002.

WHEREAS, PrairieWave has entered into a stock purchase agreement whereby
PrairieWave will acquire the stock of MTD (the "Stock Agreement"),

WHEREAS, MTD currently operates its business under a Negotiated
Interconnection Agreement (“Interconnection Agreement”), approved by the Commission
effective October 21, 1998 (Docket No. TC97-126) and MTD wishes to transfer the
Interconnection Agreement to PrairieWave as part of the stock purchase agreement
transaction;

WHEREAS, Section 36.33 of the Interconnection Agreement will permit the
transfer of the Interconnection Agreement with the written consent of Qwest Corporation.

NOW THEREFORE, Qwest Corporation, MTD, and PrairieWave agree as

follows:

1. Pursuant to Section 36.33 of the Interconnection Agreement, Qwest
Corporation consents to the transfer of the Interconnection Agreement from MTD to
PrairieWave.

2. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this Consent to Transfer,
Qwest Corporation’s consent as set forth in paragraph 1 above shall not be valid unless
and until: (a) the Stock Agreement, whereby PrairieWave assumes all obligations of
MTD, has been fully executed and the transaction contemplated therein has been
completed and closed; and (b) PrairieWave provides Qwest Corporation a resolution of
PrairieWave's Board of Directors or similar document acceptable to Qwest Corporation
or an opinion of counsel that the Interconnection Agreement has been assumed in its
entirety and that PrairieWave agrees to be bound by all obligations and perform all
covenants of MTD under the Interconnection Agreement.

3. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in this Consent to Transfer,
nothing contained herein shall serve to release MTD from its obligations under the
Interconnection Agreement nor shall this consent be construed as a consent to further
assignment of the Interconnection Agreement without first obtaining the consent of
Qwest Corporation consistent with the terms of the Interconnection Agreement.

CT02-043 In the Matter of a Complaint Filed by Guy and Linda Varud, Sioux Falls, South
Dakota, against Qwest Communications, Inc. and McLeodUSA
Telecommunications Services, Inc. Regarding Wiring Problems.

On October 17, 2002, the Commission received a complaint from Guy and Linda Varud
(Complainants) of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, against Qwest Communications, Inc. (Qwest) and
McLeodUSA Telecommunications Services, Inc. (McLeodUSA). According to the complaint, the
Complainants' phone will not operate after there is rain or moisture in the air. Complainants state
that Qwest has alleged it is a problem with McLeodUSA wiring. McLeodUSA has alleged it is a
problem with Qwest wiring. Complainants believe that the wiring problem is a result of substandard
inside wiring, which should fall within the inside wiring protection they have paid McLeodUSA for.
Complainants seek to have the company responsible pay for the line repair inspection bill, pay to
have the wiring fixed and provide reasonable compensation to complainants for time spent seeking
resolution of the problem.

On October 17, 2002, Qwest Corporation (Qwest) submitted a filing requesting that the
South Dakota Public Utilities Commission (Commission) approve the transfer of an interconnection
agreement. The original agreement was between McLeodUSA Telecom Development, Inc. f/k/a
Dakota Telecom, Inc. (McLeod) and Qwest. The transfer proposed to transfer MclLeod's obligations
to PrairieWave Telecommunications, Inc. (PrairieWave). The proposed transfer is contingent upon
approval and sale of a stock purchase agreement by McLeod to PrairieWave and approval of
transfer by the Commission.

On October 24, 2002, the Commission electronically transmitted notice of the filing of the
transfer request to interested individuals and entities. The notice stated that any person wishing to
comment on the parties' request for approval had until November 6, 2002, to do so. No comments
were filed.

At its duly noticed November 20, 2002, meeting, the Commission considered whether to
approve the transfer of MclLeod's interconnection agreement with Qwest from MclLeod to
PrairieWave. Commission Staff recommended its approval.

The Commission has jurisdiction over this matter pursuant to SDCL Chapter 49-31, and the
Federal Telecommunications Act of 1996. In accordance with 47 U.S.C. § 252(e)(2), the
Commission found that the transfer does not discriminate against a telecommunications carrier that
is not a party to the transfer and the transfer is consistent with the public interest, convenience, and
necessity. The Commission unanimously voted to approve the transfer of the agreement. It is
therefore

ORDERED, that the Commission approves the transfer of the agreement as described

herein.
